IT  is  interesting  sometimes  to  studv  the  attitude 
of  eastern   newspapers  affecting  matters  of  the 
west.     The  Companies'   Act   reeemlv  placed  on 
the   statute   books    by    the    P.ritish    Columbia    legis- 
lature was  the  cause  of  almost  universal  discussion. 
The    new    amendments    were    bitterly    assailed    in 
more    <|uarters    than    one    but    the    opinion    of    the 
Toronto  Saturday  Xight  must  be  accepted  as  being 
fair  and  reasonable.     That  well  known  journal  had 
the  following  to  say  in  a  recent  issue: 

"Some  considerable  time  has  elapsed  since  refer- 
ence was  made  in  'Canada'  to  the  Companies'  Act 
which  had  been  framed  for  liritish  Columbia.  It 
will  be.  doutbless,  in  the  recollection  of  readers  that 
the  measure  evoked  no  small  amount  of  hostile 
criticism,  and  we  opined  that  its  sponsors  would 
take  care  that  it  did  not  conflict  with  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  province.  Since  then  such  amendments 
as  were  deemed  desirable  have  been  adopted,  and 
others  may  yet  be  considered.  In  the  meantime, 
companies  are  taking  advantage  of  the  Act.  and 
are  registering  under  it  by  hundreds.  The  cause, 
therefore,  for  further  antagonism  would  seem  to 
have  been  removed.  Indeed,  it  has  been  demon- 
strated to  those  who  charged  the  provincial  gov- 
ernment with  displaying  an  tin-Canadian  spirit  that 
the  section  of  the  Act  about  which  there  was  the 
loudest  complaint  had  been  copied  verbatim  from 
the  statute  of  Ontario  on  the  same  subject.  What- 


ever further  amendment  in  detail  may  be  shown  to 
be  necessary,  it  is  conceded  that  the  principle  of  the 
Act  is  correct ;  that  people  in  the  province  doing 
business  with  foreign  companies  should  have  an 
accurate  idea  of  their  status ;  and  that,  as  local  busi- 
ness men  have  to  contribute  to  the  revenue  of  the 
province,  foreign  corporations  seeking  to  do  busi- 
ness therein  should  also  contribute.  As  this  is  the 
case  in  every  other  province  in  the  Dominion,  there 
seems  to  be  no  reason  why  British  Columbia  should 
be  the  exception.  And  there  is  the  satisfaction  that 
the  Companies'  Act  was  prepared  by  counsel  spe- 
cially employed  for  that  purpose,  so  that  there  is 
apparently  little  likelihood  of  its  application  being 
inimical  to  the  commercial  development  of  the 

province."

ADVICES  from  Trail  are  to  the  effect  that  the 
local  smelter  is  importing  thousands  of  tons 
of  coke  from  the  east  and  that  the  daily 
freight  bill  on  coke  for  the  P>.  C.  Copper  Co. 
aggregates  no  less  than  $2000.  There  is  no  reason 
why  the  coal  mines  of  British  Columbia  could  not 
supply  the  smelters  with  all  the  coke  they  would 
require.  ( )f  course  it  means  the  installation  of  more 
o\-ens  with  the  attendant  expense,  but  after  all  the 
coke  industry  is  one  that  must  sooner  or  later  re- 
ceive attention  in  this  province.  The  Xicola  Valley 
Coal  and  Coke  Co.  at  Merritt  has  announced 
plans  for  the  building  of  looo  coke  ovens  but  they 
will  not  proceed  with  the  work  until  there  is 
reasonable  assurance  of  the  completion  of  the  Kettle 
Valley  railway  line  running  from  that  point  to  the 
boundary  district.  There  is  an  immense  market 
for  coke  in  the  boundarv  districts  and  the  sooner 
the  short  line  from  the  Xicola  to  the  boundary  is 
completed  the  sooner  will  conditions  be  bettered 
for  the  coal  companies  and  the  smelters  alike. 


THERE  is  much  food  for  thought  in  the  report 
recently    submitted    to    the    British    govern- 
ment by  (i.   R.  Askwith,  assistant  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  which  goes  to  prove  be- 
yond contradiction  that  the  position  of  the  American 
wage   earner   is    infinitely   better   than    that   of   the 
wage  earner  of  England  or  Wales. 

Mr.  Askwith  conducted  a  most  thorough  investi- 
gation with  the  result  that  he  finds  that  the  Ameri- 
can wage  earner  is  much  better  off  in  comparison 
with  the  wage  earners  of  England  and  Wales  even 
after  full  allowance  has  been  made  for  the  increased 
cost  of  living,  higher  rents  and  other  considerations. 

For  some  time  past  there  has  been  a  universal 
misconception  and  it  was  generally  conceded  that 
though  the  wages  in  England  and  Wales  were  con- 
siderably lower  than  in  America  still  the  increased 
cost  of  living  in  the  latter  country  more  than  offset 
this  deficiency.  Thorough  and  exhaustive  was  the 
investigation  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
secretary  and  in  his  report  he  completely  defeats 
this  serious  misapprehension.  In  the  United  States 
the  average  wage  for  the  workingman  is  130  per 
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cent.,  better  than  in  England  and  Wales  and  at  the 
hourly  rate  of  earning  it  is  two  and  a  half  times 
higher.  Hours  in  United  States  are  considerably 
shorter.  The  expenditure  of  the  American  worker 
for  food  and  rent  is  52  per  cent,  higher  than  that  of 
the  English  or  Welsh  workingman.  Thus  is  it  seen 
that  the  margin  in  favor  of  the  American  wage 
earner  is  considerable,  so  much  so  that  he  can  enjoy 
some  of  the  minor  luxuries  of  life,  luxuries  that 
must  be  denied  the  wage  earner  of  England  and 
Wales. 

The  position  of  the  wage  earner  of  British  Co- 
lumbia is  practically. the  same  as  that  of  an  Ameri- 
can workingman.  Wages  are  about  the  same  and 
conditions  generally  show  a  strong  similarity.  Now 
that  the  fallacy  of  the  argument  of  those  who  in 
the  past  have  contended  that  the  higher  wages  in 
America  have  been  swallowed  up  by  the  increased 
cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life  has  been  shown,  there 
is'.- reason  to  believe  that  the  English  public  will 
exercise  a  wider  and  deeper  interest  in  matters 
Canadian. 


IT  is  mature  time  that  the  government  evolved  ;i 
policy  that  would  permanently  suppress  the  wild- 
catting  evil.  \Ye  find  it  rampant  in  ourmining, we 
hnd  its  treacherous  fangs  in  the  marketing  of  lands 
and  townsites,  and  British  Columbia  cannot  afford 
to  suffer  forever.  The  appointment  of  a  commis- 
sion to  conduct  the  necessary  investigations  before 
townsites  or  mining  propositions  are  allowed  to  go 
on  the  market  might  obviate  the  evil.  Thus  would 
it  be  imperative  for  all  land  and  mining  schemes  to 
secure  government  approval  and  with  the  govern- 
ment stamp  there  would  surely  be  a  little  more 
assurance  of  protection  against  the  methods  of  the 
wildcatters.  The  government  owes  it  to  the  people 
to  safeguard  them.  The  people  owe  it  to  them- 
selves to  protect  the  fair  name  of  their  province 
and  domain. 


OKAXAGAN  fruit  will  be  featured  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  railway  in  its  dining  car 
and  hotel  service  and  therein  lies  a  moral 
for  the  fruit  growers  of  this  far  famed  district.  The 
erection  of  a  cooling  house  and  shipping  depot  at 
Sicamous  Junction  will  largely  facilitate  the 
handling  of  the  product  and  it  behooves  local  ship- 
pers, to  give  the  most  serious  attention  to  the  early 
preparation  of  the  fruit.  From  Montreal  to, Van- 
couver, both  in  the  hotels  and  dining  cars 'as  well 
as  on  the  steamers,  the  travelling  public  will  have 
the  opportunity  of  enjoying  the  fruits  of  Okanagan 
valley  and  this  must  inevitably  mean  a  mighty 
publicity  force.  That  the  fruit  growers  will  rise  to 
the  occasion  and  will  give  every  encouragement  to 
the  railway  company  we  have  no  doubt,  for  after 
all  it  is  to  the  betterment  of  their  own  interests  as 
well  as  the  interests  of  the  district  to  do  so. 


BRITISH  COLUMBIA  wilf  welcome'- the  latest 
acquisition  to  its  municipal  organizations. 
Merritt  is  a  young  city  and'few.  communities 
have  undertaken  the  responsibilities'  of  civic  gov- 
ernment at  so  tender  an  age.  But  with  gbod,  safe, 
sound  men  at  the  head  of  affairs  and  with  careful 
nourishment  there  is  no  reason  why  the:  new  muni- 
cipality should  not  find  manifold  blessings  in  or- 
ganization.

THE  productive  capacity  of  the 
soil  of  the  O'kanagan  has  been 
multiplied  a  hundredfold  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years.  Farming  has 
become  profitable  in  hitherto  waste 
places,  and  a  sure  foundation  for  the 
creation  of  wealth  has  been  laid. 
Virgin  soil  that  has  for  ages  been 
storing  up  its  untouched  richness  has 
been  brought  under  cultivation,  and 
vast  unsettled  areas  have  been 
turned  into  closely  populated  sections 
of  this  great  fruit-producing  district. 
Eehind  all  this  progress  and  develop- 
ment lies  one  governing  cause.  The 
motive  power  that  has  impelled  this 
wonderful  change  of  conditions  may 
be  adequately  described  in  one  word 
— water. 

In  no  part  of  the  west  has  the  life- 
giving  process  of  irrigation  been 
n)or,e  strikingly  demonstrated  than 
in  the  Okanagan  valley,  and  while 
great,  irrigat'on  works  have  con- 
tributed to  the  advancement  of  all 
that  section  of  the  district  from  Ver- 
non  to  the  southern  extremity  of 
Okanagan  lake,  the  gigantic  system 
inaugurated  by  the  White  Valley 
Irrigation  and  Power  Company  may 
be  taken  as  a  type,  and  a  description 
of  this  undertaking  will  serve  to 
furnish  an  idea  of  what  has  been  ac- 
complished by  projects  of  a  similar 
nature  at  Okanagan  Centre,  Wood's 
Lake,  Kelowna,  Peachland,  Summer- 
land  and  Penticton. 

The  first  settlers  who  Invaded  this 
district,  which  has  now  become 
famous  the  world  over  for  its  fruit, 
devoted  their  attention  to  stock-rais- 
ing, and  large  bands  of  cattle  for 
many  years  roamed  the  bunch  grass 
slopes.  Later  on,  with  the  advent  of 
the  railway,  came  a  period  of  wheat 
growing,  and  it  was  in  connection 
with  the  cultivation  of  cereals  that 
the  first  steps  were  made  in  irri- 
gation. But  when  Lord  Aberdeen 
purchased  the  Coldstream  Ranch 
back  in  1891,  and  proceeded  to  ex- 
periment on  a  large  scale  in  fruit 
growing,  a  new  era  dawned  on  the 
Okanagan,  and  the  first  step  was 
male  in  the  evolutionary  process 
which  has  broken  up  the  large  hold- 
ings of  the  cattle  barons,  and  the 
wheat  kings,  has  dotted  the  country 
with  orchards,  and  is  rapidly  turning 
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it  into  a  vast  checkerboard  where 
each  square  represents  a  happy  and 
prosperous  home.  An  acre  of  land 
that  in  years  gone  by  would  barely 
furnish  sustenance  to  a  single  ani- 
mal, now  is  made  to  produce  any 
where  from  $500  to  $1,000  per  year 
in  fruit.  Then  it  would  have  been 
dear  at  $5.00,  now  it  is  worth  $200 
and  upwards  for  horticultural  pur- 
poses, and  if  covered  with  a  produc- 
ing orchard  will  bring  $1,000,  $,!,- 
500  or  more  per  acre. 

Witn  these  facts  in  mind,  it  is  not 
easy  to  overestimate  the  importance 
of  the  great  irrigation  system  which 
is  now  nearing  completion  in  this 
"Land  of  Fruit  and  Sunshine."  With 
the  single  exception  of  the  gigantic 
irrigation  works  of  the  C.  P.  R.  near 


Calgary,  the  Grey  Cannal  will  range 
as  the  most  important  of  such  sys- 
tems in  Canada.  It  is  named  after 
Earl  Grey,  who  owns  a  part  of  the 
land  which  comes  under  its  fructify- 
ing influence,  and  has  been  construc- 
ted by  the  White  Valley  Irrigation 
and  Power  Company,  formed  by  the 
Coldstream  Estate,  a  Limited  Lia- 
bility Company  of  which  the  princi- 
pal shareholders  are  the  Earl  of 
Aberdeen,  and  .Mr.  James  Buchanan 
the  well  known  English  distiller. 

Some  of  the  outstanding  features 
of  this  great  undertaking  may  be  set 
forth  as  follows:

With  its  laterals  it  will 
include  over  fifty  miles 
of  ditches  and  flumes. 
It  will  distribute  water 
over  about  20,000  acres. 

It  will  reclaim  land  at 
present  of  no  practical 
value. 

The  s'ource  fro:u 
which  the  supply  for 
this  far-stretching  sys- 
tem is  taken  is  from 
two  mountain  lakes — 
Aberdeen  and  Haddo, 
lying  in  the  hills  back 
of  the  Coldstream 
Ranch.  an-J  as  these  are 
f  e  1  by  a  timbererl 
watershed  over  150 
square  miles  in  area, 
there  is  no  danger  that 
the  supply  of  water  thus 
impounded  will  ever 
prove  inadequate.  Lake 
Aberdeen  is  about  1000 
acres  in  extent  and 
Lake  Haddo  covers 
some  600  acres.  Across 
the  outlet  of  Lake  Aber- 
deen has  been  erected  a 
dam  about  180  feet  in 
length  and  constructed 
of  cribwork  filled  with 
rock  and  re-inforced  by 
a  cement  wall  and  an 
earthen  embankment. 

The  head  gates  of  the 
canal  are  situated  about 
12  miles  down  the 


- 
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stream,  which  flows  from  the  lake 
reservoir,  through  rugged  canyons  to 
this  point.  Here  has  been  con- 
structed a  diverting  weir  of  heavy 
masonry,  and  three  four-foot  gates 
through  which  the  water  is  admitted 
to  the  canal,  which  here  is  carried 
along  the  bank  of  the  canyon  for 
about  a  mile,  part  of -this  section  in- 
tailing  heavy  construction  work,  and 
necessitating  a  three-foot  flume  for 
l>art  of  the  way,  which  rests  on  a 
trestle  over  1000  feet  in  length. 
Three  miles  further  on  the  canal  is 
divided,  and  through  sluice  gates  the 
whole  flow  can,  if  necessary,  be  di- 
verted, and  emptied  into  a  natural 
watercourse. 

The  main  c;iaa!  measures  14  feet 
across  the-  bottom,  with  skle.  s'opes  of 
1  to  1,  and  carries  li  feet  depth  of 
water.  The  grade  is  ~>.2S  feet  per 
mile  or  about  one-tenth  per  cent. 

Six  miles  above  the  Coldstream 
Kanrh,  at  La\ington,  the  water  is 
siphone  1  across  the  valley  in  a 
wooden  stave  pipe  a  mile  and  a 
quarter  long.  To  have  taken  it  across 
in  an  open  viaduct  would  have  been 
manifestly  impossible,  i's  it  would 
entail  the  construction  of  pillars  :!:!n 
feet  high.  Specially  constructed  pipe 
L'4  and  :iti  inches  in 
diameter  was  employed 
in  this  work.  While  the 
siphon  conveys  the 
water  to  the  main 
branch  of  the  canal  on 
the  north  side  of  the 
valley,  the  other  branch 
is  continued  along  the 
southern  slope  for  some 
five  miles  and  discharges 
into  Ueer  creek. 

At  the  lower  end  of 
the  siphon  pipe  the 
channel  is  again  an 
open  one,  which  winds 
its  course  along  the  hill- 
side in  a  westerly  direc- 
tion until  it  s.wings 
rounl  the  shoulder  of 
the  mountain  at  the 
foot  of  which  the  city 
of  Vernon  is  beautifully 
situated,  the  canal  at 
this  poin:  being  about 
800  feet  higher  than  the 
town.  Here  the  ribbon 
of  water  is  carried  on 
in  a  northerly  direction 
above  the  B.  X.  ranch, 
another  gulch  being 
crossed  by  a  three-foot 
siphon,  and  continues  its 
course  through  the  flat 
lands  of  the  Belgian 
Syndicate,  until  it  again 
crosses  the  valley  at  the 
head  of  Swan  lake.  A 
natural  depression  of 


the  hills  on  the  west  side  of  'the 
valley  forms  a  small  lake,  and 
into  this  the  canal  is  conducted.  The 
outlet  of  this  little  sheet  of  water 
has  been  dammed,  and  another  na- 
tural reservoir  thus  provided.  The 
outflow  is  here  controlled  by  sluice 
gates,  and  the  canal  proceeds  on- 
ward by  ditch,  flume  and  pipe,  again 
passing  Vernon  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  valley.  Tuence  it  finds  its  way 
to  Okanagan  lake,  having  completed 
its  circuitous  course  of  30  miles  from 
the  head  gates. 

This  stupendous  undertaking — for 
no  other  word  adequately  describes 
it — took  its  inception  in  the  active 
brain  of  Mr.  W.  C.  Ricardo,  the  man- 
ager of  the  Coldstream  Estate,  and 
the  engineering  difficulties,  which 
were  of  no  mean  nature,  were  met 
and  overcome  by  the  technical  ability 
of  Mr.  A.  li.  Ashcroft,  the  engineer 
who  has  had  the  work  under  his 
charge  since  it  wa*  commenced  in 
the  spring  of  1 1)06. 

Enough  lias  been  said  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  article  to  show  the 
immense  advantages  which  will  fol- 
low t;ie  completion  of  this  work.  It 
m-f.l  only  lie  adtle:!  that  this  is  by  no 
means  the  onlv  scheme  of  this  nature 


which  has  been  brought  into  oper- 
ation in  this  part  of  the  "dry  belt." 
At  the  various  points  in  the 
lower  Okanagan  above  mentioned 
are  other  irrigation  systems 
which  have  been  successfully 
completed  or  are  now  under  course 
of  construction  by  private  companies. 
There  are  at  least  250,000  acres  of 
some  of  the  most  productive  land  on 
earth  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Okanagan,  all  of  which  can  be  made 
to  blossom  as  the  rose  by  the  ap- 
plication of  water.  Much  has  been 
done  in  this  direction;  but  much 
more  remains  to  be  accomplished. 
This  district  lends  itself  particularly 
to  schemes  of  this  nature.  In  every 
section  of  it  there  are  mountain 
streams,  the  water  of  which  goes  to 
waste  during  the  spring  freshets, 
and  which  will  some  day  be  impound- 
ed and  stored  for  the  use  of  man. 
But  in  most  cases  this  entails  ex- 
pense far  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
owners  of  the  lands  which  would  be 
thus  benefited.  In  the  arid  and  sage- 
brush districts  south  of  the  inter- 
national boundary  this  difficulty  has 
been  overcome  by  the  annual  ex- 
penditure of  millions  of  money  by 
the  government  in  irrigation  works. 
Many  believe  that  this  policy  will 
yet  be  adopted  by  the  government  of 
British  Columbia.  It  woul  1  undoubt- 
edly be  a  good  investment  as  the 
revenue  which  would  be  returned  in 
taxes  from  the  lands  thus  reclaimed 
would  meet  the  interest  on  the  initial 
outlay  many  times  over.  At  least 
one  member  of  the  present  govern- 
ment of  British  Columbia  is  a  warm 
advocate  of  this  plan.  The  Hon. 
Price  Ellison  has  on  more  than  one 
occasion  lifted  his  voice  in  favor  of 
governmental  control  anl  operation 
of  irrigation  works.  It  is  not  by  any 
means  improbable  that  he  and  those 
of  his  way  of  thinking  may  yet  see 
some  of  their  cherished  plans  carried 
into  effect.

$    <I  News  Gleaned  From  Different   Branches  of  Industry  Tells   Story  of   Progress.    & 


THE  month  of  May  h?.s  been  an 
important  month  for  Merritt 
and  Nicola  valley.  In  all 
branches  of  industrial  and  social 
activity  there  has  been  a  substantial 
progress.  The  influx  of  new  settlers 
to  the  various  districts  tributary  to 
the  city  has  set  in  and  promises  to 
continue  with  increasing  volume  well 
into"  the  autumn.  The  mines  have 
increased  their  output  of  coal,  and 
official  reports  of  a  recent  date  pre- 
sage important  changes  and  Im- 
provements. Railroad  construction 
in  the  district  is  well  advanced. 

It  was  the  first  month  of  organized 
municipal  life  for  the  new  town  and 
the  results  should  give  the  best  of 
satisfaction.  The  problems  that  al- 
ways confront  a  newly  organized 
municipality  are  constantly  present- 
ing themselves,  but  the  record  of 
the  past  month  is  reassuring  that 
they  will  be  well  met.  Successful 
government  for  the  'first  year  or  two 
means  everything  to  Merritt,  and 
satisfied  that  this  will  be  forthcom- 
ing there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  Merritt  will  be  amongst  the 
most  successful  municipalities  in 
British  Columbia. 


MERRITT  FORGES  AHEAD. 

Merritt  now  has  a  police  magis- 
trate all  its  own.  The  appointment 
was  given  to  J.  S.  Morgan,  one  of  the 
best  known  citizens  of  the  new  muni- 
cipality. Mr.  Morgan  is  engaged  in 
business  and  conducts  a  dry  goods 
store  under  the  firm  name  of  J.  S. 
Morgan  &  Son.  That  he  will  make 
good  in  his  new  office  is  generally 
conceded.  R.  S.  Brown  is  the  first 
Chief  of  Police  for  the  new  city  and 
his  assistant  is  H.  W.  Suttcliffe.  H. 
Priest  is  city  clerk.  The  city  has 
called  for  tenders  for  the  erection  of 
a  municipal  building  to  house  the 
various  departments  and  it  will  not 
be  long  before  Merritt  will  find  life 
on  the  high  sea  of  municipal  life  a 
comparatively  pleasant  experience. 


An  agitation  is  on  foot  to  bring 
the  proposed  inter-provincial  road 
through  the  picturesque  Eraser  can- 
yon and  up  through  the  Nicola  in- 
stead of  over  the  Hope  Mountains. 


ANOTHER  NEW  TOWN. 

Townsite  Will  Be  Located  up   Cold- 
water  From  Merritt. 

In  the  great  west  it  is  a  common 
adage  that  "towns  spring  up  as 
mushrooms."  The  record  of  the  past 
few  years  shows  hundreds  of  new 
communities  west  of  the  great  lakes 
and  in  this  wonderful  growth  and 
expansion  British  Columbia  has 
shared  as  well  as  any  other  province. 
If  reports  are  correct  there  will  be 
still  another  new  town  to  place  on 
the  map  and  it  will  be  located  up  the 
Coldwater  river  about  31  miles  from 
the  city  of  Merritt  and  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  Railway  Pass 
where  the  lines  of  the  Kettle  Valley 
and  V.  V.  and  E.  are  within  striking 
distance  of  each  other.  It  is  a  logical 
situation  for  a  town  and  it  is  under- 
stood that  railroad  interests  are  be- 
hind the  project.  The  names  most 
prominently  mentioned  in  connection 
with  the  enterprise  are  ,1.  .1.  Warren, 
Leo  Mueller  and  Rome  Chandler. 
Report  has  it  that  $75,000  will  be 
spent  in  the  district  this  summer  and 
that  the  general  plan  involves  the 
erection  of  a  big  sawmill,  the  in- 
stallation of  a  large  dairy  and  the 
subdivision  of  land  for  settlement. 
The  land  in  that  vicinity  is  known  to 
be  underlain  with  coal  and  an  ex- 
ploration policy  will  be  instituted 
simultaneously  with  the  other  work. 


The  Eraser  and  Betterton  inter- 
ests, having  already  secured  posses- 
sion of  over  10,000  acres  of  land  in 
the  Aspen  Grove  district  where  they 
are  placing  a  new  settlement,  recent- 
ly purchased  the  ranch  of  Sam  Har- 
mon immediately  adjoining  their 
present  holdings.  The  Harmon  ranch 
is  one  of  the  best  in  the  district  and 
Mr.  Harmon  is  one  of  the  oldest  set- 
tlers, coming  in  the  early  eighties. 

It  begins  to  look  as  though  there 
would  be  an  influx  of  Albertans  to 
Nicola  valley.  Several  parties  from 
the  prairie  province  have  already 
purchased  land  in  the  Nicola  and  are 
undertaking  mixed  farming  and  it  is 
reported  on  good  authority  that 
others  are  following.  Nicola  valley 
is  one  of  the  best  districts  in  British 


Columbia  for  mixed  farming,  live 
stock  or  dairying  and  the  outside 
world  is  beginning  to  realize  this 
truth. 


Important  developments  are  looked 
for  in  connection  with  the  properties 
of  the  Coal  Hill  Syndicate  situated 
outside  of  Merritt.  The  construction 
of  a  spur  of  the  Kettle  Valley  rail- 
way will  give  the  much  needed  trans- 
portation facilities  after  which  the 
mines  will  likely  go  on  the  shipping 
list.  Development  work  is  well  ad- 
vanced under  the  management  of 
Joseph  Graham  and  the  superintend- 
ency  of  Andrew  Brydon.  G.  I.  Wil- 
son and  T.  Xichols,  of  Vancouver,  are 
amongst  the  more  prominent  stock- 
holders in  the  company.  The  coal  is 
rated  amongst  the  best  in  the  pro- 
vince. 


The  Xicola  Valley  Agricultural  and 
Horticultural  Association  will  erect 
permanent  buildings  this  year.  Last 
year  saw  Mie  birth  of  this  institu- 
tion and  the  initial  success  was  moru 
than  gratifying.  Plans  for  this  year's 
exhibition  are  already  well  undefr 
way.  A.  W.  Strickland  is  president. 


The  contracts  for  the  building  of 
the  big  new  sawmill  of  the  Nicola 
Valley  Pine  Lumber  Co.  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Canford,  are  being  awarded. 
A  large  dam  has  been  constructed 
several  miles  up  Petite  creek  and 
this  will  form  the  log  pond  for  the 
mill. 


Herbert  Goodison  and  Frank  Mans- 
field of  Merritt  have  secured  control 
of  the  hotel  at  Granite  Creek,  the 
sale  being  completed  a  short  time 
ago.  Granite  Creek  promises  to  be  a 
busy  centre  for  it  is  generally  con- 
ceded that  at  least  one  of  the  rail- 
ways operating  through  that  district 
will  have  a  divisional  base  there. 


Merritt  is  branching  out  and  in 
common  with  all  progressive  towns 
the  problem  of  fire  protection  is  now 
receiving  attention.  A  volunteer 
brigade  is  being  organized  and  if 
present  conditions  can  be  accepted  as 
a  criterion  there  sihould  be  no  lack- 
ing in  interest  or  enthusiasm. 
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In  the  supplementary  estimates  re- 
cently placed  before  the  house  at 
Ottawa  there  appeared  an  item  of 
$5000  to  provide  for  the  erection  of 
a  federal  building  in  the  city  of  Mer- 
rit.t.  Tenlers  will  be  called  for 
shortly  anl  it  is  expected  that  the 
several  federal  departments  will  be 
housed  by  the  autumn.  These  de- 
partments include  tlie  postofflce,  the 
ou-stoms  clearing  house  which  was 
recently  au:horized,  and  the  govern- 
ment telephone  service.  G.  M.  Gem- 
mill,  who  has  ftllei  the  office  of  act- 
ing postmaster  so  faithfully  and  well 
for  the  past  year  or  so,  will  be  gazet- 
ted as  customs  collector.

Briefly,  the 
contract  is  for  a  new  Stewart  coal 
washing  plant  and  mine  tipple,  and 
the  approximate  price  will  be  $40,- 
noo.  The  work  will  start  immediate- 
ly on  the  company's  property  at  Mer- 
ritt,  and  will  lie  r-ompleied  before 
fall. 

Charles  Graham,  superintendent 
of  the  company,  lias  returned  from 
the  mine  after  making  an  exhaustive 
examination,  and  it  is  on  his  recom- 
mendation that  the  scope  of  the  work 
will  be  greatly  extended.  The  im- 
provements immediately  coniem- 
plated  are  but  the  beginning  of  a  de- 
velopment plan  which  is  destined  to 
make  this  property  a  very  heavy  pro- 
ducer. The  mine  has  been  developed 
to  a  point  which  assures  a  steady  and 
profitable  output. 


IXf;  THK  KOHKSTS. 

The  systematic  organization  for 
the  present  season  of  the  Forestry 
Department  branch  of  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Lands  has  been  vir- 
tually completed,  and  its  administra- 
tion under  the  new  and  practical 
commission  method  has  been  inaugu- 
rated. 

Tlie  work  of  forest  conservation 
and  bush  flre  fighting,  as  anyone  in 
touch  with  the  related  conditions 
must  have  long  since  discovered,  and 
as  the  investigations  and  report  of 
the  Forestry  Commission  plainly  at- 
tested, has  in  British  Columbia  at- 
tained such  proportions  that  its  ad- 


ministration by  any  one  man  effec- 
tively has  become  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. The  minister  responsible  has 
therefore  acted  the  part  of  wisdom  in 
placing  forest  protection  matters  in 
the  hands  of  an  expert  commission, 
which  will  include  Mr.  W.  C.  Glad- 
win,  last  year's  chief  forest  ranger; 
Mr.  M.  A.  Grainger,  who  acted  as 
secretary  to  the  recent  Royal  Com- 
mission; and  Mr.  \V.  H.  McGregor, 
who  has  just  arrived  here  from  To- 
ronto, where  he  has  for  some  years 
past  been  attached  to  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Forestry. 


IKON    OKK    FIND. 

Advices  from  Hedley  are  to  the 
effect  that  an  important  discovery  of 
iron  ore  has  been  made  in  that  dis- 
trict. The  find  was  made  on  Alexis 
or  Old  Tom  creek  that  empties  into 
the  Similkameen  river  about  one 
mile  below  Coldwater  creek  near 
Ashnola  station  and  halfway  between 
Keremeos  and  Hedley.  The  locations 
were  made  by  Emmett  Todd,  Chas. 
Betterton  and  Mike  Costello  and 
there  are  eleven  claims  in  the  group 
which  is  known  as  the  Waterside 
group.  The  deposit  is  reported  to  be 
of  a  very  rich  class  of  hematite. 


Summerland  is  agitating  for  the 
establishment  of  a  customs  clearing 
house.

FEW  people  realize  the  extent  or 
the  economic  value  to  Kam- 
loops  of  the  magnificent  stretch 
of  country  w'hich  will  be  opened  up 
by  the  building  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  between  Kamloops  and  Ed- 
monton, says  the  Kamloops  Standard 
recently.  The  valley  of  the  No'rtii 
Thompson  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the 
best  districts  in  the  province  for  a 
variety  of  agricultural  purposes.  It 
will  prove  an  ideal  mixed  farming 
country,  a  first  class  dairy  district 
and  in  places  a  good  cattle  country. 

There  are  miles  of  good  range 
above  the  Clearwater  river  and  it 
will  be  in  the  vicinity  of  these  that 
cattle  raising  on  an  extensive  scale 
will  be  taken  up.  Everywhere  in  the 
valley  and  in  all  the  tributary  vales 
fruit  will  become  an  important  factor. 
All  kinds  will  do  well  and  this  sec- 
tion in  the  future  will  have  to  be 
considered  from  the  fruit  growers' 
standpoint.  This  is  particularly  the 
case  for  the  reason  that  there  are 
thousands  of  acres  scattered  in  small 
blocks  of  from  five  to  twenty-five 
acres,  of  bottom  or  bench  land  in 
localities  where  it  is  impossible  to 
secure  large  tracts.  These  are  plenty 
large  enough  for  fruit  growing  and 
too  small  for  any  other  kind  of  farm- 
ing. When  the  railway  is  completed 
every  inch  of  this  land  will  be  taken 
up,  in  fact  will  be  eagerly  sought. 
In  many  cases  a  small  stream  is  con- 
\enient  to  these  small  blocks  and 
ran  be  used  for  irrigation,  but  in 
many  more  cases  pumping  will  be  re- 
sorted to.  For  small  lots  this  will 
be  a  profitable  undertaking  especial- 
ly when  it  is  considered  that  planted 
with  trees  and  with  a  very  small 
pumping  plant  installed  every  acre 
of  this  land  is  worth  from  four  hun- 
dred to  five  hundred  dollars  per  acre. 

Agriculture,  however,  will  not  be 
the  sole  industry  of  the  valley. 
There  is  coal  in  quantity  which  will 
be  deevlopel  when  transportation  is 
supplied,  the  mineral  wealth  of  the 
valley  is  undoubted  although  as  yet 
only  scratched  in  places  here  and 
there.  There  are  square  leagues  of 
mineralized  territory  on  which  the 
foot  of  man  has  never  trod,  streams 


which  have  never  been  panned,  veins 
which  have  never  felt  the  ring  of  the 
drill,  all  waiting  the  advent  of  the 
prospector,  the  mine,  manager  and 
the  capitalist.  With  transportation 
facilities  conveniently  situate:!  these 
will  soon  follow  and  the  North 
Thompson  valley  will  come  into  its 
own  to  the  great  and  lasting  benefit 
of  Kamloops. 

Timber  will  for  years  play  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  industrial  life  of 
this  virgin  territory.  Sawmills,  pulp 
mills  and  kindred  works  will  spring 
up  all  along  the  river  and  provide 
work  for  many  hundreds  of  men.  As 
the  forests  are  felled  the  land  will  be 
given  over  to  the  plough  and  its  per- 
manency for  .agricultural  purposes 


forever  established.  Above  and  be- 
yond the  value  of  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  valley  its  charm  as  a 
residential  district  is  great  and  will 
become  known  to  the  outside  world 
as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  reach  the  . 
choicest  parts  by  rail.  Us  climate 
varies  in  various  sections  but  is  good 
in  all,  while  the  scenery  everywhere 
is  strikingly  beautiful.  Fish  and 
game,  furred  or  feathered,  is  abun- 
dant all  along  the  North  Thompson 
so  that  the  sportsman  will  find  plenty 
to  keep  his  rod,  gun  and  rifle  from 
grow'ng  rusty. 

With  the  completion  of  the  road 
all  these  advantages  material  and 
otherwise  will  be  utilized  and  the 
city  of  Kamloops  will  reap  the 
benefit.

The  Hand  of  Progress  Deals  Lavishly

THE  gateway  to  a  potentially 
rich  and  attractive  region  of 
the  Interior,  the  future  dis- 
tributing point  for  fertile  Southern 
Okanagan  with  its  rapidly  increasing 
acres  of  bearing  fruitlands;  a  chief 
('ivisional  point  on  the  new  main  line 
of  a  great  transcontinental  railway; 
Hill  a  charming  location  in  u  wide- 
spread valley  at  the  foot  of  Okanagan 
lake  are  some  of  the  factors  that  are 
accounting  for  the  rapid  growth  of 
Penticton  and  the  generous  invest- 
ment of  capital  in  town  and  district 
property. 

Four  years  ago  Penticton  had 
scarcely  a  place  on  the  map.  Today 
i  is  pointe.l  to  as  one  of  the  import- 
ant towns  of  south  central  British 
Columbia,  an  1  bids  fair  to  become 
one  of  the  principal  cities  of  the  In- 
terior. 

So  great  has  been  the  impetus 
given  to  development  within  the  past 
year  ;hat  it  has  been  foun  1  difficult 
to  keep  local  improvements  apace 
with  business  growth,  and  a  rapidly 
increasing  population.  On  Main 


street  and  Smith  street,  the  two  main 
business  thoroughfares  of  Penticton, 
blocks  of  buildings  have  during  the 
past  few  months  replaced  isolated 
general  stores  and  other  busiiess  pre- 
mises which  mark  the  small  rural 
town.  A  large  departmental  store  is 
now  Hearing  completion  which  has  a 
frontage  of  90  feet  and  a  depth  of 
100  on  South  Main  street,  and  the 
plans  are  already  being  prepared  by 
another  firm  for  a  second  building  of 
similar  dimensions.  Handsome  of- 
fices will  be  built  this  year  by  the 
Lakeshore  Telephone  company,  and 
a  telegraph  service,  which  has  for 
some  time  past  been  a  pressing 
necessity,  will  be  inaugurated  replac- 
ing tlie  complex  system  now  in 
operation  which  requires  a  telephone 
message  to  Kclowna  whence  connec- 
tion is  made  with  telegraph  and 
cable  service.

either  by  moving  into  new  premises 
or  extending  the  old,  so  that  people 
who  have  returned  to  Penticton  after 
an  absence  of  a  year  or  so  find  that 
they  have  not  merely  returned  to  a 
much  bigger  and  busier  place,  but  to 
what  is  practically  a  newly-made 
town.  This  transfiguration  will  be 
more  emphasised  at  the  end  of  this 
summer,  when  granolithic  sidewalks 
will  have  been  laid  down  throughout 
the  business  district,  and  wide  plank 
walks  in  other  sections.  And  the 
transfiguration  will  be  still  further 
marked  next  winter  when  electric 
light  and  domestic  water  will  be  en- 
joyed by  every  householder  in  the 
municipality,  and  a  complete  power 
system  will  have  been  installed, 
which  will  serve  the  requirements 
of  several  industries,  locating  in 
Penticton,  anl  also  provide  the  most 
adequate  protection  against  fire. 

Water  Supply. 

The  sources  of  the  domestic  water 
supply  are  near  the  origin  of  Pentic- 
ton creek  which  rises  in  the  moun- 
tains to  the  east  of  Penticton.  Filter- 
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beds  are  being  installed  to  insure  the 
purity  of  the  water,  and  a  reservoir 
is  being  constructed  which  will  hold 
sufficient  water  for  a  population  of 
5000  for  five  days,  a  period  of  time 
amply  providing  for  any  repairs 
which  may  have,  on  occasion,  to  be 
made  to  -the  system  on  account  of  a 
breakage  or  other  accident.  The 
power  system  will  also  tap  Penticton 
creek  for  its  source  of  supply. 
During  the  last  two  miles  the  water 
will  be  precipitated  to  the  power 
house  over  a  descent  of  2100  feet, 
giving  a  pressure  of  910  pounds  to 
the  square  inch. 

Last  autumn  the  municipality  pur- 
chased the  irrigation  system  from 
the  Southern  Okanagan  Land  com- 
pany and  since  that  time  has  made 
many  extensions  so  that  much  ad- 
ditional acreage  on  the  benchlands 
has  been  opened  up  to  orchard  cul- 
tivation. 

Kailroad  Activity. 

An  agreement  has  been  entered 
into  between  the  Municipality  and 
the  Kettle  River  Valley  Railway 
whereby  the  latter  agree  to  make 
Penticton  a  principal  divisional  point 
on  their  line  between  the  coast  and 
Midway.  This  company  has  already 
made  application  to  parliament  for 
authority  to  construct  a  line  from

Penticton  to  a  point  on  the  inter- 
national boundary  near  Oroville, 
Washington.  This  road  will  open  up 
the  country  to  the  south  of  Penticton 
which  abounds  in  fine  vail  y  lands, 
which  will  be  eminently  adaptable 
for  fruit  growing  so  soon  as  irri- 
gated. The  irrigation  of  this  vast 
district  will,  .of  course,  entail  the  ex- 
penditure of  a  large  amount  of 
capital,  but  the  revenue  derived  from 
orchard  production  will  be  propor- 
tionately large,  and  with  increase  in 
population — this  country  is  at  pres- 
ent but  sparsely  settled — an  irri- 
gation scheme  may  be  looked  to  be 
evolved  in  the  near  future.  What 
little  land  has  been  put  under  culti- 
vation— principally  in  the  Keremeos 
district  some  35  miles  south  of  Pen- 
ticton, and  at  Okanagan  Falls,  12 
miles  to  the  south — has  given  splen- 
did returns.  Keremeos  fruit  has  won 
several  distinctive  prizes  at  both 
Spokane  and  Vancouver  shows. 

Preliminary  surveys  between  Pen- 
ticton and  Oroville  have  also  been 
undertaken  by  the  V.  V.  and  E.  rail- 
way, a  subsidiary  line  to  the  Great 
Northern,  and  few  people  doubt  but 
that  "Jim"  Hill's  road  will  find  a 
terminus  at  Penticton. 

Attractions  for  Tourist. 
A   feature  of  Penticton   is  its  spe- 
cial attractiveness  as  a  tourist  resort. 
Some  of  the  finest  outings  'n  Canada 
can    be    had    by    the    tourist    making 
Penticton   his    base.      The    provincial 
government    has    recently    completed 
some  splendid  roadways  in  Southern 
Okanagan    and    Similkameen.       The 
new    road    to    Peachland,    some    30 
miles    north    of   Penticton,    via   Sum- 
merland   is    a    fine    piece    of    scenic 
highway,    following   the   shoreline   of 
beautiful     Okanagan     lake     for     the 
greater    part    of    the    distance.      This 
road   is  now   quite  accessable  to   the 
automobile,   and   bids   fair  to   be  one 
of  the  most  popular  in  the  Interior. 
Another  fine  trip  can  be  made  from 
Penticton  to  Keremeos.     This  is  now 
covered   regularly   by   an   automobile 
stage    which    makes   the    distance    in 
something     less     than     three     hours. 
Cars  can  be  chartered  by  parties  for 
a  day's  tour  in  the  beautiful  country 
to  the  immediate  south.     The  tourist 
may  now  be  conveyed  to  Oroville  by 
both  land  and  water.     He  may  take 
boat     at     South     Penticton     and     ba 
ferried  across  Skaha  lake,  the  north- 
ern shore  of  which  marks  Penticton's 
southern     boundary,     to     Okanagan 
Falls,    whence    stage    may    be    taken 
right    through    to    Oroville.      On    his 
way    the    tourist    will    pass    through 
Fairview,   one  of  the   old  "outposts" 
of    the    Similkameen,    which    was    a 
boom    town    in    the    freighting    days, 
and    where    government    offices    are 


still  located.  The  drive  under  the 
cliffs,  which  overshadow  Vasseaux 
lake,  is  one  long  remembered  by  the 
traveller. 

The  Kettle  River  Valley  Railway 
is  constructing  this  summer  a  wharf 
at  Penticton  which  will  be  640  feet 
long  with  a  width  of  40  feet,  and  a 
large  pre-cooling  depot  for  fruit  will 
be  constructed  by  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railway  and  taken  over  by  the 
Okanagan  Fruit  Union,  which  with 
the  firm  of  Stirling  &  Pitcairn  handle 
a  large  proportion  of  the  output  of 
the  ranchers  of  the  Okanagan  valley. 
I'entictoii's  Orchards. 

The  majority  of  Penticton's  or- 
chards are  still  hardly  in  the  pro- 
ductive stage.  Last  year  was  the 
first  time  that  fruit  was  handled  out 
of  the  district  to  any  extent,  but  the 
quality  of  the  produce  shipped  clear- 
ly indicates  that  there  is  a  splendid 
future  for  the  fruit  grower  in  this 
district.  Peaches  were  the  principal 
crop  last  year  and  will  probably  con- 
tinue as  such  for  the  next  few  sea- 
sons, but  the  future  of  Penticton  as 
a  fruit  growing  district  will  undoubt- 
edly be  based  on  the  apple,  for  which 
there  is  always  an  assured  and  profit- 
able market.

million  dollars.  In  the  Glentnore 
valley  two  mains  are  nearing  com- 
pletion that  will  provide  water  for 
8000  acres  of  land.  These  mains  are 
fully  sixteen  miles  in  length. 
Through  the  Rutland  valley  there 
are  ten  miles  of  laterals  that  will 
feed  water  to  6000  acres  of  land. 
These  lands  will  be  open  for  settle- 
ment as  soon  as  .the  water  systems 
are  completed.  In  the  rich  Glen- 
more  district  the  company  is  plant- 
ing out  45,000  trees  this  year. 

Another  large  undertaking  is  the 
building  of  an  eighteen  mile  ditch  in 
the  Mission  valley  by  the  Belgo- 
Canadian  Syndicate.  This  ditch, 
when  completed,  will  give  water  to 
7000  acres  of  land  and  will  open  up 
a  valuable  district.  The  cost  of  the 
work  is  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$250,000  and  directors  of  the  com- 
pany state  that  it  will  be  finished 
late  this  summer.  The  lands  will  be 
ready  for  the  market  early  next  year.

Complete  water  and  electric  light 
service  will  shortly  be  afforded  the 
citizens  of  Penticton,  the  busy  town 
a>L.  tie  foot  of  Okanagan  lake.  Sur- 
veyors are  now  completing  the  loca- 
tion line  for  the  concrete  pipe  that 
will  carry  the  water  down  the  hill 
from  the  dam  up  Penticton  creek. 
As  soon  as  they  finish  their  task 
tenders  will  be  called  for  the  piping, 
the  culverts  and  the  power  house. 

A  site  for  the  power  house  has 
been  selected  at  a  point  about  one 
mile  and  a  half  from  the  city.  There 
will  be  a  pressure  of  910  pounds  to 
the  square  inch  at  this  point  and  the 
promoters  have  made  plans  to  use 
all  surplus  water  for  irrigation  pur- 
poses.

The  Princeton  Star  in  a  recent  is- 
sue had  the  following  interesting  re- 
ference to  the  diamond  discovery:

When  in  New 
York  about  a  ironth  ago,  J.  D.  And- 
ras  saw  Dr.  Kunz  the  Tiffany  dia- 
mond expert  and  he  corroborated 
the  reports  as  to  the  excellent  qua- 
lity and  genuineness  of  the  Tula- 
meen diamonds.

for   Small    Ranches. 


Kamloops  during  the  past  month 
has  been  a  particularly  busy  place. 
The  immensity  of  the  building  opera- 
tions, the  increasing  volume  of  busi- 
ness, coupled  with  the  activity  pre- 
liminary to  the  institution  of  rail- 
road construction  in  the  vicinity  has 
served  >:o  promote  better  conditions 
in  all  circles. 

Tenders  for  the  Kamloops  section 
of  the  Canadian  Northern  closed  over 
one  week  ago  but  no  announcement 
of  contract  awards  has  yet  been 
made.  The  tenders  were  taken  back 
to  Toronto  where  they  are  'being  re- 
viewed by  the  directors  of  the  com- 
pany. 

Throughout  the  district  surround- 
ing Kamloops  there  promises  to  be 
a  big  settlement  this  year.  Already 
the  influx  has  set  in  and  daily 
transfers  of  land  holdings  and  pur- 
chases of  new  lands  are  recorded. 
The  lanJ  companies  state  that  con- 
ditions were  never  brighter  ami 
taken  all  in  all  the  nionrh  of  May 
surely  presages  a  year  of  wonderful 
development  and  expansion.  While 
tlie  districts  affected  by  the  new  set- 
tlement are  general,  still  a  particu- 
larly large  influx  is  reported  from 
the  North  Tnompson  valley.  This 
is  possibly  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
exists  a  larger  area  of  undeveloped 
land  in  that  territory.  Then,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  fact  that  the  C.  N.  R. 
will  build  its  line  down  the  North 
Thompson  valley  also  has  a  healthy 
effec<:. 

In  Fruitlands  many  new  settlers 
are  coming  in  and  R.  M.  Palmer, 
head  of  the  B.  0.  Fruitlands  Co.,  re- 
ports little  or  no  difficulty  in  dispos- 
ing of  the  land  as  soon  as  it  is  placed 
on  the  market  in  its  improved  state. 
It  is  reported  on  apparently  gooi 
authority  that  some  of  the  larger 
ranch  properties  through  the  Kam- 
loops district  will  be  taken  over  by 
big  building  companies  this  year  and* 
will  be  cut  up  for  settlement.  This 
would  mean  a  mighty  boom  to  Kam- 
loops for  in  the  past  hundreds  of 
acres  of  good  land  have  practically 
been  lying  idle  because  of  the  indif- 
ference that  large  ownership  gen- 
erally imposes. 


Parties  coming  in  from  the  Tula- 
meen  district  report  that  the  excite- 
ment occasioned  by  the  diamond  dis- 
coveries has  not  abated  In  the  least. 
Claims  are  being  staked  in  different 
parts  and  there  promises  to  be  a  sea- 
son of  continued  activity.

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XK\V  TOWNS  SPUING  UP. 


One  Hundred  and  Seventy  New  Com- 
munities  Being   Created 

This  Summer. 

By  the  end  of  coming  summer 
there  will  be  at  least  one  hundred 
and  seventy  new  towns  in  Canada, 
not  counting  those  which  come  into 
existence  gradually  and  in  the  na- 
tural course  of  evolution  from  clus- 
ters of  houses  into  hamlets  and  then 
into  towns,  says  a  Montreal  despatch. 
The  one  hundred  and  seventy  will 
all  be  in  the  west.  Not  for  them  the 
humdrum  processes  of  conventional 
development;  they  will  spring,  full- 
panoplied,  into  being,  with  hotels, 
courthouses,  jails  and  all  the  modern 
improvements,  on  paper,  and  a  small 
railroad  station,  a  mile  or  so  of 
sirling  an1  unbounded  hope  and  con- 
fidence in  tl'e  future  as  ac'.ual  PS- 
sets.  The  Canadian  Pacific  will  br 
responsible  for  fifty  of  them,  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  for  twenty-four 
and  the  Canadian  Northern  for  Nine- 
ty-six. It  is  a  f;iir  supposition  that 
all  of  them  will  prosoer,  beca;i~c 
t'  e  time  has  cor  e  for  towns  to  suc- 
ceed farms  at  selected  locations  on 
tie  prairies,  an  I  t'.e  railroads  are 
in  a  better  position  to  do  the  select- 
ins  than  any  other  instrumentality 
except  land  companies.  Nor  will 
these  railroad  towns  be  the  only 
communities  to  come  into  being  in 
the  west  in  the  next  three  or  four 
months,  but  from  their  number  ii 
is  possible  to  draw  some  kail  of  an 
impression  of  the  method  and  the 
speed  of  western  development.

Canadian    .Northern    Pacific  Terminus 
To   He   Industrial   Centre. 

One  t.iousaii'l  fine  dwellings  at 
a  cost  of  $2,000  each  is  part  of  the 
contribution  of  the  new  industries 
which  are  pouring  into  Port  Mann, 
the  Pacific  terminus  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  Railway.  The  British  Co- 
lumbia Steel  Corporation,  a  $10,- 
000,000  combination,  will  become 
responsible  for  the  erection  of  the 
houses  as  part  of  the  necessary 
equipment  of  their  new  works. 

The  corporation  has  completed  a 
('eal  for  a  waterfront  site  at  Port 
Mann.  It  is  expected  that  within  the 
next  five  years  from  5,000  to  10,009 
workmen  will  be  given  employment 
in  their  works.  Charles  M.  Scawab 
and  Charles  P.  Taft  are  a'mong  the 
prominent  American  capitalists  who 
are  interested  in  the  enterprise.  It 
\s  understood  that  the  company  has 
arranged  with  the  Canadian  North- 
ern to  supply  them  wih  nearly  100,- 


000  tons  of  steel  rail  for  the  prairie 
lines  as  soon  as  the  plant  begins  op- 
erations. 

Another  big  industry  which  the 
newest  Canadian  port  will  likely  re- 
ceive is  the  Pittsburg  Plate  Glass 
Company,  which  has  been  success- 
ful in  discovering  large  deposits  of 
silica  along  the  Fraser  river.  The 
American  Car  and  Foundry  Company 
is  negotiating  to  establish  a  car 
building  plant  at  Port  Mann,  giving 
employment  to  2,000  men.  The 
plant  will  turn  out  cars,  using  Bri- 
tish Columbia  ore. 


IMPORTANT  SHIPPING  POKT. 

Kelowna  has  long  since  become 
one  of  the  most  important  shipping 
points  in  the  Okanagan  service  of 


the  C.  P.  R.  Last  month  the  gen- 
eral average  of  shipments  was  placed 
at  500  tons  while  all  the  imports 
aggregated  close  onto  2000  tons 
for  the  month.  When  the  fruit 
shipping  season  sets  in  the  outgoing 
freight  will  likely  reach  well  over 
r.OOO  tons  monthly.  It  is  not  long 
since  Kelowna  toad  little  significance 
as  a  shipping  port,  but  the  wonderful 
development  of  the  past  few  years 
has  brought  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  volume  of  incoming  and  out- 
going traffic.  The  C.  P.  R.  is  now 
contemplating  the  building  of  an  ad- 
ditional boat  for  the  lake  service. 
The  present  fleet  is  wholly  inade- 
quate ta  handle  the  traffic  and  even 
with  the  installation  of  the  tug  and 
barges  conditions  can  hardly  be  met.

Reports  from  Hope  are  to  the  ef- 
fect that  development  work  on  the 
various  Steamboat  Mountain  claims 
is  being  vigorously  promoted.  Hard- 
ly a  day  passes  but  parties  are  reach- 
ing the  town  with  new  samples  of 
rich  ore  gathered  on  some  of  the  dif- 
ferent properties.  It  is  estimated 
that  several  hundred  men  are  al- 
ready in  the  field  and  as  the  dis- 
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tributing  centre  for  the  camp  the 
little  town  of  Hope  is  unusually 
busy.  The  rush  will  make  or  break 
Hope,  and  in  the  meantime  the  busi- 
ness interests  are  reaping  a  rich  re- 
ward.

Xor  is  the  building 
confined  to  tiie  town  for  throughout 
the  district  there  is  a  wonderful  ac- 
tivity and  new  settlers  coming  into 
the  district  are  preparing  homes 
while  many  of  them,  there  for  some 
time,  are  reaching  out. 

The  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce 
which  recently  installed  a  branch  in 
Salmon  Arm  has  shown  its  good 
faith  in  the  future  of  the  town  an  I 
district  by  purchasing  a  lot  and  let- 
ting tenders  for  a  commodious  bank 
building  that  will  cost  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $5000.  A.  J.  -Marlowe, 
the  popular  manager,  is  also  buill- 
Ing  a  house  for  himself  at  a  cost  of 
$3500,  so  that  the  investment  of  the 
bank  in  the  town  is  well  over  the 
$10,000  mark. 

The  Salmon  Arm  Realty  Co.  has 
outgrown  its  present  offices  an1  will 
soon  be  housed  in  a  fine  building  now 
in  course  of  construction.  This 
building  will  be  33  by  50  feet  aa'J 
two  storeys  in  height.  It  will  cost 
in  the  vicinity  of  $4000. 

Many  residences  have  been  built 
or  are  in  course  of  erection,  amongst 
the  more  important  being  those  of 
W.  J.  Wilcox,  costing  $12,000,  and 
two  of  Mrs.  A.  McGuire  costing 


$5000  and  $3500.  Others  who  have 
built  or  are  building  include  C.  M. 
Orger,  K.  A.  Palmer,  R.  W.  Bruhn, 
E.  V.  Shaw,  A.  11.  F.  Martin,  Leslie 
Bartwell,  Mrs.  Babcoc-k,  F.  B.  How- 
arth,  Neelands  &  Palmer,  J.  E. 
Lacey,  A.  \V.  Lester  and  many  others. 
Salmon  Arm  is  certainly  progressing 
with  the  rest  of  the  province  and  it 
promises  to  be  a  centre  of  import- 
ance in  more  ways  than  one. 


THK  FKV1T  INDUSTRY. 

The  executive  of  the  Fruitgrowers' 
Association  of  British  Columbia  held 
a  two  days'  session  at  Victoria  when 
preparations  were  made  for  the  full 
executive  meeting  to  be  held  at  Kam- 
loops  on  June  2  and  3,  when  all  of 
the  fourteen  affiliated  organizations 
engaged  in  the  sale  of  fruit  or  in  edu- 
cational work  in  respect  to  fruit- 
growing in  this  province  are  rep- 
resented. 

Reports  received  by  the  executive 
from  all  parts  of  the  country  indi- 
cate a  somewhat  smaller  crop  than 
last  year.  As  to  the  labor  supply,  it 
is  stated  that  there  has  been  a  very 
considerable  influx  latterly  from  the 
oil  country,  a  major  part  of  which 
hKS  been  absorbed  by  the  fruit  grow- 
ers. In  consequence  of  the  expected 
handicapping  of  the  industry  in  this 
province  by  the  carrying  into  effect 
of  the  reciprocity  pact,  the  larger 
fruitgrowing  and  exporting  com- 
panies are  this  year  preparing  to  re- 
strict their  offerings  in  the  prairie 
markets,  and  this  naturally  relieves 
the  labor  situation.  In  the  Nicola 
district  the  standard  wage  of  un- 
skilled labor  engaged  in  the  fruit  in- 
dustry is  still  $3  per  day  ,of  eight 
hours,  while  in  the  Okanagan  $2.50 
and  $2.75  is  the  standard  pay.

Platinum   Mining   in    Similkameen  | 

A  Valuable  Industry  in  the  Making 


IX  the  development  of  the  mineral 
resources  of  the  Similkameen 
and  Tulameen  some  valuable  in- 
formation has  been  contributed  by 
Chas.  Camsell.  government  geologist, 
who.  last  year,  made  exhaustive 
studies  of  conditions  in  that  part  of 
the  country.  Tulameen  is  situated 
immediately  adjacent  to  Nicola  dis- 
trici  and  forms  the  northeastern  por- 
tion of  the  Similkameen.  Intensely 
rich  in  minerals  it  means  but  the  pro- 
vision of  transportation  facilities  be- 
fore the  district  will  rank  amongst 
the  more  imporant  producers  in 
British  Columbia. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Camsell.  as  filed 
at  Ottawa,  last  year,  tells  the  story 
of  the  mining  industry  in  that  vi- 
cinity. The  report  reads  as  follows: 

"In  the  Tulameen  district  very 
liitle  has  been  done  in  the  prospect- 
ing or  development  of  metallic  ores 
during  the  past  year.  The  Great 
Northern  railway  has  not  yet  laid 
steel  beyond  Princeton,  though  the 
track  I'.as  been  graded  up  to  Tula- 
meen river  within  four  miles  of 
Tulameen  village.  The  advent  of 
the  railway  will  probably  stimulate 
;he  owners  of  mineral  claims  to 
greater  effort. 

The  only  metal  production  in  t'  is 
('istrict  must  be  attribu.el  to  placer 
mining.  A  few  individuals  work  an- 
nually on  Granite  Creek,  where  botn 


gold  and  platinum  are  obtained.  Half 
a  dozen  Chinese  also  work  the  bed 
of  the  Tulameen  river  between  Eagle 
and  Champion  creeks,  where  they 
recover  gold  and  platinum  in  about 
equal  proportions.  The  most  serious 
attempt,  however  at  placer  mining 
in  this  district  within  recent  years 
was  that  undertaken  by  Lambert  and 
Stewart  on  Granite  Creek.  About 
$10,000  had  been  spent  in  three 
years  on  a  dam  and  flume,  and  every- 
thing was  in  readiness  to  begin  sluic- 
ing during  the  past  summer.  Higa 
water,  however,  again  washed  out 
the  dam.  which  so  discouraged  the 
owners  that  nothing  further  was 
done. 

"The  advancing  price  of  platinum 
and  the  limited  sources  of  the 
world's  supply  have  induced  several 
prospectors  to  stake  claims  on  the 
Tulameen  river,  where  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  platinum  was  for- 
merly obtained.  Much  of  the  best 
ground  on  this  stream  and  its  tribu- 
taries is  held  as  leases  by  the  British 
Columbia  Platinum  company  and 
other  indhiriuals,  but  nothing  has 
ever  been  done  by  these  owners  to 
work  their  holdings,  so  that  it  is  not 
known  what  amount  of  platinum 
they  contain. 

The  most  important  development? 
in  this  district  within  t;ie  last  year 
have  been  in  coal  mining.  The  Col- 


umbia Coal  and  Coke  company  owns 
virtually  the  whole  of  the  coal  basin 
lying  between  the  Tulameen  and  the 
north  fork  of  Granite  creek.  A 
great  deal  of  prospecting  and  devel- 
oping work  was  carried  out  by  for- 
mer owners  as  well  as  ,by  the  present 
company  on  the  Granite  creek  out- 
crop of  the  coal  seams,  but  on  ac- 
count of  the  difficulty  of  transport- 
ing tiie  coal  from  this  side  of  the 
coal  basin  to  the  railway  line  on  the 
Tulameen  river  this  work  was  aban- 
doned and  prospecting  was  begun  on 
the  Tulameen  side  of  the  basin.  The 
outcrop  of  the  coal  seams  was  found 
to  approach  nearer  the  Tulameen 
river  near  Frascr  gulch  than  at  any 
other  point  in  the  basin,  so  that  work 
was  concentrated  here.  A  prospect- 
ing tunnel  is  being  driven  from  the 
outcrop  at  this  point  towards  the 
centre  of  the  basin,  and  will  run 
underneath  the  capping  of  lava.  A 
drill  hole  is  also  being  sunk  at  a 
point  near  the  head  of  Fraser  gulch. 
The  results  of  this  drilling  will  de- 
termine the  course  of  further  opera- 
tions. 

But  Tulameen  has  another  indus- 
try, reference  to  which  was  made  in 
the  last  issue  of  The  New  Empire. 
For  years  it  has  been  known  that 
platinum  existed  there  in  large  quan- 
tities and  development  work  of  the 
past  few  years  confirms  the  theory

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that  the  deposits  can  be  worked 
commercially  with  splendid  results. 

In  the  current  issue  of  the  Mining 
Institute  Journal,  Mr.  Camsell  con- 
tributed an  interesting  article  on  the 
history  of  platinum  in  the  Tulameen 
and  its  reproduction  follows: 

"The  history  of  platinum  mining 
in  the  Tulameen  dates  from  the 
Granite  creek  excitement  of  1885, 
and  as  platinum  is  essentially  a  pro- 
duct of  the  placers,  is  intimately 
bound  up  with  that  of  gold  placer 
mining  here. 

"In  the  early  days  on  Granite 
creek,  when  platinum  was  purchase- 
able  at  the  rate  of  about  50  cents  an 
ounce,  it  was  regarded  by  the  miners 
as  a  detriment  rather  than  other- 
wise, and  usually  was  not  even  saved 
in  the  'clean-up.'  When  a  little 
later,  however,  the  price  had  ad- 
vanced to  about  $3.00  an  ounce,  the 
metal  when  recovered  was  saved  and 
this  has  been  the  practice  since. 

"Not  all  of  the  creeks  tributary 
to  the  Tulameen  river  contained 
platinum  in  association  with  the 
gold.  In  general  it  may  be  said  that 
the  placers  on  creeks  on  the  southern 
side  of  the  Tulameen  river  from 
Granite  creek  up  to  Champion  creek, 
including  the  Tulameen  itself,  car- 
ried platinum  as  well  as  gold;  while 
on  the  northern  side  of  the  river  only 
Bear  and  Eagle  creeks  were  produc- 
tive, although  not  to  a  very  large 
extent. 

"The  best  placers  were  undoubted- 


ly those  of  the  Tulameen  river  itself 
between  the  mouths  of  Slate  and 
Champion  creeks.  Here  the  coarsest 
nuggets  were  found,  and  the  propor- 
tion of  gold  to  platinum  was  about 
one  to  one.  Slate  creek  was  next  in 
importance,  and  then  Ceiar  creek, 
Granite  creek  and  its  western  tribu- 
taries, Bear  and  Eagle  creeks. 
Boulder  creek,  flowing  into  Otter 
lake  north  of  the  Tulameen  river, 
though  much  worked  for  gold,  con- 
tained no  platinum.  On  the  Tula- 
meen river  itself  no  platinum  was 
found  above  the  mouth  of  Champion 
creek,  and  below  Slate  creek  the 
grains  became  finer  and  the  quantity 
gradually  decreased. 

"Much  of  the  gold  and  platinum 
found  in  the  Tulameen  river  is  coarse 
and  has  that  rough  unworn  surface 
characteristic  of  nuggets  which  have 
not  travelled  far  from  their  original 
source.  Even  in  the  beds  of  rapid 
streams  the  distance  to  which  coarse 
gold  travels  is  as  a  rule  not  consider- 
able, and  the  same  rule  applies  to 
platinum,  which  has  a  specific  gravity 
not  greatly  different  from  that  of 
gold.  Much  of  the  gold  of  the  dis- 
trict is  still  found  imbedded  in 
quartz,  while  the  platinum  is  often 
associated  with  pyroxene,  olivine  or 
chromite.  It  is  to  be  concluded, 
therefore,  that  the  present  placers 
are  not  very  old;  that  they  have  been 
derived  from  the  breaking  down  of 
rocks  not  very  far  distant,  an;l  are 
not  the  result  of  the  working  o\er  of 


more  ancient  placer  deposits  formed 
by  earlier  streams."

r.iiililina  Heoord  for  1911  Will  He  an 
Klaborate  One. 

Building  operations  in  Vernon  this 
summer  promise  to  break  the  record 
as  far  as  the  high  class  of  structures 
to  be  erected  is  concerned.  The  new 
post  office  and  customs  house  is  now 
well  advanced,  and  its  flne  brick  and 
granite  front  will  make  it  one  of  the 
handsomest  buildings  :n  the  city. 
The  plans  for  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment's building  are  now  ready,  and 
work  will  be  commenced  at  an  early 
date.  This  will  be  the  most  impos- 
ing edifice  of  the  kind  in  the  Interior, 
and  will  cost  about  $150,000.  The 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  will  start 
work  this  month  on  the  flne  new 
store  which  will  be  erected  at  the 
corner  of  Barnard  avenue  and 
Seventh  street  with  a  frontage  of  80 
feet  on  the  principal  thoroughfare. 
Extensive  additions  and  improve- 
ments are  now  being  made  to  the 
Kalamalka  hotel,  which  is  adding 
about  :',.">  rooms  to  its  present  capa- 
city. 1'.  Burns  &  Co.  will  build  a 
large  business  block  on  the  site  at 
present  occupied  by  them.  The  C.  P. 
R.  will  build  a  fine  new  station  this 
summer,  the  plans  of  which  have 
recently  been  approve:!  at  Montreal. 
The  I'nion  Bank  and  the  Bank  of 
Commerce.  which  have  recently 
established  branches  here,  also  are 
arranging  to  build  this  summer,  and 
the  contract  has  recently  been  let  for 
a  new  fire  hall  by  the  city.  In  the 
surrounding  district,  also,  many 
handsome  and  costly  residences  are 
being  erected  on  all  sides,  and  local 
contractors  and  carpenters  are  taxed 
to  the  utmost  to  meett  he~  demands 


upon  their  time  and  attention. 

Considerable  activity  in  real  estate 
transactions  has  been  manifested 
during  the  past  month.  Barnard 
avenue  property,  which  last  year  was 
held  at  about  $3,000  for  inside  lots, 
has  advanced  to  $5,000  and  more 
while  corner  property  is  proportion 
ately  higher.  A  number  of  trans- 
fers have  been  made  at  these  figures, 
while  on  Tronson  street,  one  block 
north  of  the  main  business  thorough- 
fare, property  lias  also  been  moving 
at  greatly  advanced  prices.  Choice 
residential  lots  in  all  parts  of  the 
city  are  also  being  eagerly  sought 
for,  and  real  estate  dealers  have  been 
able  to  report  a  busy  month.  Every- 
thing indicates  that  the  present  year 
will  be  the  most  prosperous  in  the 
history  of  Vernon  and  the  other 
thriving  towns  in  the  Okanagan 
valley. 


WATKK   HKiHTS  GOOD. 

The  announcement  that  the  water 
rights  of  the  settlers  on  borders  of 
the  railway  belt  would  be  recognized 
has  created  general  satisfaction 
amongst  the  affected  parties.  A  re- 
cent decree  was  to  the  effect  that 
all  water  rights  in  the  railway  belt 
as  well  as  on  streams  contiguous  to 
the  railway  belt  should  be  vested 
with  the  federal  government,  thus 
ignoring  provincial  records.  The 
order  worked  an  intense  hardship 
and  complications  occurred  which 
threatened  to  occasion  serious  un- 
rest. Through  the  efforts  of  Hon. 
Mr.  Bowser  and  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  at 
Ottawa  all  rights  granted  by  the  pro- 
vincial government  previous  to  the 
decree  of  the  privy  council  will  be 
respected.

MINING  IN  CAKIItOO. 

Present  indications  point  to  an  un- 
usually busy  season  in  the  mining 
industry  throughout  the  Cari.boo  dis- 
trict and  already  the  various  pro- 
moters are  active  with  their  plans. 
The  Barkerville  correspondent  to  the 
Ashcroft  Journal  says  that  'the  com- 
ing season  in  the  Cariboo  promises 
to  be  one  of  the  most  important  eras 
for  development  that  has  been  seen 
in  this  district  for  many  years.  At 
least  six  properties  are  to  be  equip- 
ped for  work  by  eastern  capitalists, 
apart  from  the  work  continued  by 
those  mines  that  have  been  working 
during  the  winter." 


THE  FARMERS'  INSTITUTE. 

An  invaluable  asset  to  the  farmers 
of  British  Columbia  is  the  Farmers' 
Institute.  Its  branches  are  found  in 
almost  every  community  and  its 
work  is  largely  assisted  by  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  at  Victoria. 
A  series  of  lectures  on  practical  sub- 
jects has  been  organized  and  the 
itinerary  of  the  various  speakers, 
who  include  experts  in  the  different 
branches  of  agriculture  and  horti- 
culture as  well  as  live  stock  breed- 
ing, embraces  all  parts  of  the  pro- 
vince. Particular  attention  is  de- 
voted to  the  districts  of  Nicola,  Kam- 
loops,  Similkameen  and  Okanagan. 


A    YEAR    OF    CANADA'S    TRADE. 

The  final  figures  of  the  trade  ot 
Canada  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31  show  an  increase  of  $81,- 
952,200  in  the  total  volume  of  im- 
ports and  exports  as  compared  with 
the  preceding  year.  The  aggregate 
for  the  year  was  $759,094,389,  or 
nearly  double  the  trade  of  ten  years 
ago,  and  over  three  times  the  trade 
of  fifteen  years  ago,  when  the  present 
Government  assumed  power. 

Imports  for  the  year  totalled  $461- 
898,024,  an  increase  of  $86,114,364. 
Exports  of  both  domestic  and  foreign 
products  totalled  $297,316,553,  a  de- 
crease of  $4,894,984,  owing  largely 
to  the  demands  of  the  home  market 
keeping  pace  with  the  increasing 
production,  and  also  to  the  falling 
off  in  the  quantity  of  western  grain 
for  export  last  fall.  Exports  of  for- 
eign products  totalled  $22,879,812, 
an  increase  of  about  two  and  one- 
half  millions.  The  expeorts  of  coin 
and  bullion  last  year  totalled  $7,- 


196,155,  as  compared  with  $2,594,-

ranchers  has  also  been  directed  to 
tobacco  culture,  and  if  experiments 
which  will  be  made  in  the  district 
turn  out  successfully,  tobacco  grow- 
ing will,  no  doubt,  be  taken  up  by 
many. 

Saw-mills  and  a  box-factory  are  in 
course  of  construction  at  Penticton. 
Tilt  Penticton  Lumber  Company  has 
acquired  a  valuable  tract  of  tamarack 
about  ten  miles  from  town  and  is 
now  in  the  market  for  telephone  and 
telegraph  poles,  and  boxes  of  all 
kinds.  Another  industry  just  estab- 
lished is  a  brick  manufactory.  First- 
class  clay  and  sand  are  obtainable  in 
Penticton.  and  with  building  pro- 
ceeding on  more  solid  and  permanent 
lines  this  industry  should  have  an 
assured  market  for  its  output. 
A  Residential  Town. 

Another  feature  which  must  com- 
mend itself  to  the  prospective  settler 
is  the  attractiveness  of  Penticton  as 
a  residential  town.  This  district  has 
been  fortunate  in  securing  a  very 
desirable  and  industrious  class  of 
settlers.  The  majority  of  those  who 
have  taken  up  business  or  fruit 
ranching  here  have  built  comfort- 
able homes  for  themselves,  and  the 
residential  sections  of  the  town  are 
the  subject  of  very  high  encomiums 
on  the  part  of  visitors.

The  promoters  behind  the  im- 
mense gypsum  industry  in  process  of 
making  at  Spatsum,  midway  between 
Ashcroft  and  Spences  Bridge,  are 
sparing  neither  effort  or  expense  'to 
bring  their  plans  to  a  successful  con- 
summation. It  is  altogether  pro- 
bable that  the  plant  will  be  built  on 
the  shores  of  Burrard  Inlet  but  con- 
siderable machinery  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  base  of  operations  »t 
Spatsum.  Indications  point  to  an 
early  completion  of  the  plans  when 
the  gypsum  will  be  shipped  to  the 
refinery  for  manufacturing  purposes. 
The  capital  invested  in  the  project  is 
reported  to  be  well  over  the  quarter 
million  mark. 


THE  KETTLE  VALLEY. 

Construction   Out   of   Penticton    Will 
Start  by  End  of  June. 

Penticton  will  take  on  new  life 
when  actual  railroad  construction  on 
the  Kettle  Valley  line  is  instituted 
toward  the  latter  part  of  June,  says 
the  Penticton  Herald.  The  contract 
for  the  first  fifteen  miles  out  of  Pen- 
ticton will  be  awarded  early  in  June, 
after  which  operations  will  com- 
mence. 

The  company  is  experiencing  some 
r'ifficulty  in  locating  a  good  gradient 
leading  from  Trout  creek  towards 
the  Coldwater  summit.  Engineers 
are  constantly  in  the  field  and  a  de- 
cision will  be  reached  in  good  time 
to  award  a  second  contract  the  latter 
part  of  the  present  year. 

By  the  end  of  1911  at  least  175 
miles  of  the  Kettle  Valley  will  be 
completed.  At  the  Merritt  end  the 
first  thirty-mile  section  will  be  finish- 
ed by  July,  and  work  on  the  second 
section  wall  be  rushed.  At  the  Mid- 
way end  equally  good  progress  is 
being  made  and  the  contractors  are 
losing  no  time. 

Though  some  delay  has  been  ex- 
perienced on  the  Penticton  end  still 
the  company  feels  that  much  of  the 
present  difficulty  will  not  arise  again. 

The  construction  of  the  big  wharf 
will  be  undertaken  shortly  and  in  all 
departments  of  the  big  enterprise 
there  promises  to  be  activity  of  the 
most  striking  character.

THK    AMERICAN    WAGE-EARNER. 


Investigation      Shows      Him      to      Be 

Better    Off    Than    English 

\Vjige-Earner. 

The  conclusion  come  to  by  G.  R. 
Askwith,  assistant  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  in  a  report  made  to 
the  British  Government  on  the  ques- 
tion of  wages  and  the  cost  of  living, 
is  that  >;he  American  wage-earner  is 
much  better  off  than  is  the  worker  of 
England  and  Wales,  says  an  eastern 
exchange.  Mr.  Askwith,  after  a  very 
extended  and  thorough  investigation, 
finds  that  the  average  United  States 
wage  for  Che  workingman  is  some 
130  per  cent,  higher  than  in  Eng- 
land, with  shorter  hours  for  labor. 
At  the  same  time  the  expenditure  of 
the  American  worker  for  food  and 
rent  would  be  higher  than  the  Eng- 
lish scale  by  about  52  >per  cent. 

"When  wages  and  hours  are  put 
together,  the  hourly  rate  of  earning 
in  America  works  out  at  240  as 
against  100  in  England,  or  nearly 
two  and  one-half  times  as  high,"  says 
the  report.  The  investigator  fur- 
nished with  his  report  a  table  giving 
comparative  figures  of  wages,  rent 
ami  the  prices  of  food  in  the  United 
States  and  England. 

The  average  weekly  rent  per  room 
in  America  works  out  at  the  rate  of 
2s.  TVfcel.  as  against  Is.  od.  in  Eng- 
land. The  retail  prices  of  the  prin- 
cipal articles  of  food  are  shown  in 
t'.'is  table: 

Commenting  on  tiie  report  the 
London  Times  says  editorially: 

"Now,  these  facts  completely  dis- 
pose of  two  widely  current  miscon- 
ceptions or  misstatements.  One  is 
that  the  higher  wages  admittedly 
paid  in  America  are  all  swallowed  u-p 
an  1  more  by  the  higher  cost  of  liv- 
ing, which  is  believed  'o  surpass  the 
standard  of  this  country  in  regard  to 
the  necessaries  of  life  by  an  enor- 
mous amount,  and  to  constitute  an 
intolerable  burden.  The  present  re- 
port explicitly  stales  the  contrary  at 
he  conclusion  of  a  long,  elaborate, 
an  I  extremely  careful  comparison  of 
ti  e  two  countries.  In  the  United 
States,  it  says,  a  much  greater  mar- 
gin of  earnings  over  cost  of  Jiving  is 
a\ailable,  even  when  allowance  has 
bein  trade  for  the  increased  expendi- 
ture on  fool  and  rent.  'The  margin 
is  clearly  large,  making  possible  a 
commanl  of  .he  necessaries  and  con- 
veniences and  minor  luxuries  of  life 
that  is  both  nominallya  nl  really 
greater  than  that  enjoyed  by  the  cor- 
responding class  in  this  country.'  "

A    FLOURISHING    DISTRICT. 

Active  development  is  taking  place 
this  year  in  Lumby  and  the  adjoining 
district.  This  flourishing  Okanagan 
town,  situated  at  the  head  of  White 
Valley,  is  the  centre  of  a  section  of 
rich  meadow-land,  where  dairying 
and  mixed  farminga  re  carried  on  in 
an  ever-increasing  degree.

Nichol,  is  also  preparing  to  do  a 
large  amount  of  clearing  and  irri- 
gation work  on  its  large  property 
near  Lumby,  and  new  settlers  are 
coming  into  this  section  in  consider- 
able numbers  this  spring.  This  is  a 
part  of  the  Okanagan  that  has  a  fine 
future  ahead  of  it. 


CROPS    LOOK    GOOD. 

Fruit     Inspector    Is    Enthusiastic    as 

to   Prospects   for   1911. 

Benjamin  Hoy,  provincial  fruit  in- 
spector with  headquarters  at  Ver- 
non,  has  completed  the  installation 
of  experimental  demonstration  or- 
chards through  the  Thompson  airl 
Nicola  valleys.  Orchards  were  place  1 
at  Lower  Nicola,  Walhachin,  3hu- 
swa-p  and  Salmon  Arm.  In  the  plac- 
ing of  the  orchard  at  Lower  Nicola 
on  the  Bonthrone  place  particular 
care  had  to  be  exercised  so  as  to 
secure  apple  varieties  t'hat  were 
adaptable  to  the  climate.  The  selec- 
tion comprised  Hislop  crab,  Yellow 
Transparent,  Duchess,  Alexander, 
Wealthy,  MacMahon  Wliite,  Mclntosh 
Red,  Rome  Beauty,  Wageners  an  1 
Spies,  and  Bartlett  pears.  All  or- 
chards comprise  five  acres  with  an 
average  of  one  hundred  trees  to  the 
acre. 

Speaking  of  crop  prospects  through 
the  Thompson,  Nicola  and  Okanagan 
valleys  Mr.  Hoy  says  that  the  out- 
look was  never  better.  "Particularly 
so  is  this  true  of  grains,  farm  pro- 
duce and  apples.  Stone  fruits  will 
not  yield  as  heavily  this  year  as 
usual  because  of  frosts  but  tlie  defi- 
ciency in  this  respect  will  be  more 
than  recompensed  by  the  wonderful 
increase  in  other  departments." 


.Vancouver  will  not  be  the  only 
city  in  British  Columbia  to  boast  of 
motor  trucks  in  the  fire  department.
